Public health measures the past several decades 
have, and large, brought the major communicable 
diseases under control. There are still few unsolved 
riddles, and vigilance over the endemic diseases which 
are always potentially epidemic can never relaxed.

(3) They 
effectively reduced only through organized, collec- 
tive, community-wide efforts. 


Home Accidents—A Public Health Problem 

The problem home accidents has, through series 
historical become the particular 
province public health departments. The three 
major types accidents are those which 
transport, industry, and the home area. Transport 
accidents—90 percent which involve motor vehicles 
traffic—have for some years come within the juris- 
diction Departments Motor Vehicles, Divisions 
Highways, Highway Patrols, and local police de- 
partments. The study industrial accidents has 
traditionally been lodged with Departments In- 
dustrial Relations. However, agencies, 
private, had concentrated upon the problem home 
accidents until Departments Public Health stepped 
into the picture. 

recent years, health departments have been doing 
numbers, and various levels gov- 
ernment. The United States Public Health Service has 
Home Accident Prevention Unit its Division 
Sanitation. number state health departments 
have undertaken home accident prevention activities. 
These include California, New York, New Hampshire, 
Georgia, Kentucky, Kansas, Oregon, North Carolina, 
Maryland, and Massachusetts. Local health depart- 
ments, too, have evinced keen interest this sub- 
ject, notably, those Mansfield, Ohio; Cambridge,

Department Project Inaugurated 

The California State Department Public Health 
began Home Safety Project September, 1953. 
This project, administratively located within the 
Division Environmental Sanitation, currently 
budgeted for three years’ duration, under grant 
from the Kellogg Foundation Battle Creek, Michi- 
gan. The staff includes chief, home safety consult- 
ant, analyst, and secretary. The project assisted 
Intradepartmental Advisory Committee, com- 
prised representatives interested divisions, 
bureaus, and services. state-wide coordinating com- 
mittee, currently being developed, will include rep- 
resentatives industry, labor, insurance companies, 
colleges, medical societies, the California Conference 
Local Health Officers, and other organizations, both 
and private, with direct indirect stake 
home safety.

San Francisco Add Fluorides 
All City Water 


‘‘go signal for the San Francisco water 
department proceed with the addition 
all the city’s water supply has been given the 
county board supervisors. Funds for this purpose 
are included the 1954-55 city budget. 

San Francisco began fluoridation approximately 
two-thirds its water supply August, 1952, be- 
coming the first major city the West adopt 
fluoridation program. The population served ex- 
ceeds 750,000, which places San Francisco second 
the Nation, next Washington, (1,000,000), 
population served. 

San Francisco’s effort obtaining fluoridation 
program dates back November, 1950, when the sub- 
ject was introduced the board supervisors the 
San Francisco Dental Society. After study and public 
hearings, the board April 16, 1951, passed Ordi- 
nance 6653 providing for the fluoridation program. 
However, when opposition was expressed, the measure 
was placed the ballot, receiving favorable vote 
the people the polls November 1951.

Mussel Quarantine Starts May Ist 


California’s annual summer quarantine mussels 
goes into effect May 1st along the entire coast the 
State, including the shores San Francisco Bay. 

The health officers the coastal and bay counties 
are instructed post suitable placards conspicuous 
places advising the this quarantine. The 
placard, addition the mussel quarantine notice, 
shall also warn the public that clams should cleaned 
and washed thoroughly before cooking and that all 
dark parts should discarded because the poison 
when present during May October would con- 
the dark parts. Only the white meat 
should prepared for human consumption. addi- 
tion, clams should taken only from areas free from 
sewage contamination. 


The ban the sale and offering for sale mussels 
usually lifted October 31st, but may ex- 
tended laboratory tests show that the edible flesh 
mussels still contains the deadly toxin secreted 
the organism catanella. Ocean 
waters team with this organism during the warm 
months the year. 


poisoning from this toxin have been re- 
ported California for six years. Three cases and 
one death from eating toxic mussels were reported 
1948. The first California quarantine the sale and 
offering for sale mussels was imposed July 18, 1927. 
Before the quarantine program was instituted many 
cases and often several deaths were reported annually. 


OCD Buys Additional Protection 
Through Savings Supplies 


Savings achieved the purchase medical sup- 
plies have been allocated the acquisition addi- 
tional first aid station training units throughout the 
State, thereby strengthening California’s civil defense 
organization. 

Approval procure 120 additional training units 
was given recently the Medical and Health Services 
Division the State Office Civil Defense the 
Governor’s Emergency Medical Advisory Committee. 

The committee also recommended that the State in- 
erease the number improvised, 200-bed hospital 
units from 20. These units are similar the 
mobile army surgical hospitals (MASH units) used 

The mobility the MASH units permits almost 
immediate increase hospital capacity disaster 
areas. The units can readily moved into such areas 
and there serve nuclei for expansion into impro- 
vised hospitals 200 more beds. 

Machinery motion currently acquire the 
additional first aid training and MASH units 
50-50 matching fund basis the State OCD and the 
Federal Civil Defense Administration. 

aid the training local personnel making 
the first aid station teams, the Medical and Health 
Services Division has developed suggested duty 
statement for the top personnel classifications. State- 
ments have been prepared for the medical officer 
charge, executive officer, personnel officer, pharmacist, 
registered nurses and their aides, supply officer, first 
aid workers and the transportation and communica- 
tions officer. 

All local and operational area chiefs medical and 
health services should familiar with the duty state- 
ment content, particularly with those the supply 
officer, who, most areas, will responsible for the 
storage and stacking first aid station equipment and 
supplies.

This committee 
sponsors annual conferences with wide representation 
from interested agencies throughout the State. 


Fluoridation the Polls

two the measures being defeated. King City, Monte- 
rey County, voted 294 favor fluoridation. 
Livermore, Alameda County, voted 796 646 against 
fluoridation, and Ukiah, Mendocino County, voted 
1,185 482 against the measure.

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Food and Drug Salvage Duties 
Save Millions Annually 


Not all the duties the Bureau Food and 
Drug Inspection are spectacular those ex- 
posing medical quacks, nor dramatic search for 
radioactive tuna. 

great share bureau time devoted grubbing 
through the wet and filthy aftermath disaster—fire, 
flood, earthquake. job, however, which protects 
the public from damaged contaminated foods unfit 
for human consumption, yet salvages enough food 
amount annual savings Californians mil- 
lions dollars. 

example such duties can illustrated 
recent food warehouse fire Sacramento which de- 
stroyed badly damaged tons foodstuffs. seemed 
impossible that anything other than few charred 
boards could have been salvaged from the smoking 
ruins the huge warehouse. 

But under the supervision the Bureau Food 
and Drug Inspection, was possible save half 
the 10,000,000 pounds sugar—a week’s supply for 
California—which had been stored the warehouse, 
well more than two-thirds the 12,000 cases 
soup which lay jumbled heap following 
the fire. 

portion the remaining sugar stock was sal- 
vaged for use animal food. The salvageable sugar 
will reprocessed under bureau supervision. 


When disasters such the Sacramento fire occur, 
all questionable food and drug stocks are placed under 
bureau quarantine pending clean-up operations and 
determination whether they are still fit for 
human consumption. 

Foods capable being saved after decontamination 
are salvaged. This accomplished either the owners 
the foods professional food salvage firms. 

The bureau prescribes the proper method and pro- 
cedure decontamination followed, the method 
depending upon the type food commodity involved. 
All foods drugs found unfit for human use are 
denatured and destroyed under state supervision, 
although some may diverted animal food. 

Annually, because disaster, food and drug sal- 
vage being carried on. Tons foods are saved every 
month prompt action the state and local health 
services. But much must discarded. February 
alone, 300,000 pounds damaged foods and drugs 
destroyed under bureau supervision. 

Local health departments play extremely impor- 
tant role such salvage operations since they can act 
quickly the scene disaster marshal both local 
and state health assistance. 


Through these cooperative efforts, surveys are initi- 
ated determine the extent damage and the 
amounts and types food commodities involved 
before too late save some portion the stock. 


Imperial Tuberculosis and Syphilis 
Case-finding Survey Concluded 


The Imperial County and Syphilis 
Case-finding Survey, sponsored and directed the 
Imperial County Coordinated Health Council, was 
concluded during March. The council, whose member- 
ship made prominent Imperial County citi- 
zens, was assisted the Imperial County Medical 
Society, the Imperial County Health Department and 
many other community organizations and individuals. 
The State Department Public Health participated 
through the assignment personnel and equipment 
the project. 

the X-ray division the Imperial County sur- 
vey, 32,475 films were taken, which percent were 
classified suspected pulmonary tuberculosis. When 
these figures were broken down, was found that 
those who lived Imperial County showed sus- 
pected pulmonary tuberculosis finding 1.2 percent 
while those classified Mexicali residents X-rayed 
Calexico showed suspected tuberculosis 2.8 per- 
cent. Mexicali residents X-rayed Mexicali 
unit the California Tuberculosis and Health Asso- 
ciation registered 4.3 percent. 

all, 196 patients with suspected tuberculosis, and 
with other pathology were discovered the survey. 
result, new active pulmonary cases had been 
sent the County Sanatorium April 3d. 

Blood tests for syphilis were given 21,689 resi- 
dents Imperial County conjunction with the 
X-ray survey, and percent the blood tests showed 
positive result. these individuals, preliminary 
analysis indicates that percent, 1,418 persons, 
were need treatment for syphilis. The other 
percent consisted persons who had received ade- 
quate treatment for syphilis prior the survey, 
individuals that were shown not have the disease 
when complete medical studies were made following 
the initial blood test. 

X-ray machine the California Tuberculosis 
and Health Association spent week within the limits 
the City Mexicali upon invitation the health 
authorities, and thus 5,403 the films were actually 
taken Mexico. The health officials also staged 
similar blood test campaign. These two projects pro- 
vided opportunity for cooperative and coordinated 
effort between the border communities the attack 
against syphilis and tuberculosis.
